In Nebraska and South Dakota 
has also done great damage to 
western Iowa crops and consti- 
tutes a growing menace to the 
entire state, entomologists assert- 
ed here. 


State officials have adopted 'a 


tentative plan for combatting the 
plague, but 
agricultural experts 


will work out details. The state 
will 
furnish 
poison bran to be 
spread on waste lands and high- 
ways, ancl the poison will be sold 
at wholesale prices to farmers In 
the infected areas.

At the beginning of the inter- 


view with the correspondents, Mr. 
MacDonald discouraged any ten- 
de'ncy to expect concrete results 
In the way of new credits from 
this visit, but he emphasized the 
Immense importance of the psy- 
chological factor in the German 
crisis. 
The function of statesmen, he 


said, is to effect a general change 
of atmosphere, to get the nations 
into a new psychological relation. 
With this foundation laid, experts 
in the field of finance, disarm- 
ament, and other international Is- 
sues may build their own perma- 
nent structures. 
Both statesmen and experts co- 


operate in their efforts to restore 
financial 
stability, 
revive 
the 


world's trade and insure the suc- 
cess of next year's disarmament 
conference, said Mr. MacDonald, 
but the world must not expect a 
speedy solution of its difficulties. 


The statesmen now in Berlin 
are not miracle men, he said, and 
what they achieve will be the re- 
sult of steady, persistent efforts. 


The prime minister said tho cor- 


dial welcome accorded himself and 
Mr. Henderson when they arrived 
here yesterday indicates that the 
people as well as their statesmen 
are cooperating. 
Political Moratorium Not Talked 


A proposal for a five year "po- 


litical moratorium" has not been 
discussed in the conferences here, 
he said, adding that he believes 
any moratorium likely to relieve 
financial or political tension would 
be a good thing if the practical 
difficulties were not insurmount- 
able. 


Neither he nor Mr. Henderson 


would talk about the French dis- 
armament memorandum. Mr. Mac- 
Donald said he would study it on 
his vacation and Mr. Henderson 
said he hoped to discuss it at 
Geneva next month.

Franco-German relations and that 
in the past few weeks there has 
been a decided improvement in 
those relations.

al shots were fired at him. The 
bullets were wild. Chiang's body- 
guards returned the fire, but ap- 
parently were equally ineffective. 
They also searched the wood, but 
the assassins fled. 
Later, however, n man who had 


been seen loitering about Chiang's 
headquarters previous to the at- 
tack and two companions, were 
arreted. Officials said the

they were sent

Canton to kill Chiang. Canton is 
In rebellion against Chiang's re- 
gime.

The victims, ranging in ages from 
3 to 14 years', were playing on 
the heat 
blistered sidewalks of 
East 107th street when an'uniden- 
tified touring car rolled up to the 
curb and sprayed the Helmar So- 
cial club, a pool room, with an as- 
sortment of shotgun and revolver 
slugs. 
The intended victim of the gun- 


men, 
described by police as a beer 


racketeer who had "muscled" In 
on 
new territory, 
escaped. He 


sprawled on the sidewalk at the 
first 
blast 
of 
gunfire, 
and 
re- 


mained there while windows tin- 
kled to the street and women and 
children screamed 
and scurried 


for safety. 
A moment later as the auto- 


mobile 
departed, 
five 
children 


were lying on the sidewalk, hurt 
and bleeding. The first two police- 
men reaching the scene were un- 
ablo to reach the injured as the 
thousands of residents cluttered 
the streets, screaming and cursing.
